Helping the Needy 
Marion Social Club Delivers Baskets 

Members of the Marion Social Club delivered 35 
Thanksgiving baskets on November 23 to residents of the 
greater Marion area. The club has been delivering holiday 
baskets to elderly and distressed persons annually since 
1981 to as many as 50 people a year. 

Deliveries were made to a wide-ranging area, 
including New Bedford, Onset and Carver. The "baskets" 
created from moving storage boxes, featured a turkey, raw 
potatoes, carrots, yams, celery, squash, fresh fruit, a large 
bottle of cranberry juice, homemade breads and canned 
peas, corn and cranberry sauce. 

Numerous homebound individuals unable to 
cook a dinner from the raw ingredients instead received a 
hot meal on Thanksgiving day, hand-cooked and hand- 
delivered by town resident Rose Jackson. 

The Thanksgiving meal is not the only dinner 
provided to seniors by the Marion Social Club. Earlier in 
the season, 85 members of the Marion Council on Aging 
(COA) were treated to a chicken dinner at the club hall on 
Pumping Station Road. The Senior Dinner, which featured 
barbecued chicken, potato salad, cole slaw, cranberry 
sauce, rolls and butter, juice, coffee and dessert was 
prepared by members of the club and offered to the 
seniors for a nominal donation of 50 cents each. Again, 
Rose Jackson boxed and delivered an additional 38 meals 
to the local shut-ins with the help of local resident Cheryl 
Barbosa. In addition, 31 gifts donated by club members 
were raffled off to the delight of seniors present. 

The Marion Social Club is a charitable community 
service organization that assists the youth, elderly, 
distressed and underprivileged in Marion and surround- 
ing communities.

The clerks reported that two white males entered 
the store through the rear door, wearing ski masks and 
dark glasses.

Both suspects were last seen leaving the rear door of 
the business. An undetermined amount of cash was taken.

Wrap It Right for Holidays 

Each year, more packages are sent through the 
mail during the holiday season than any other period. 
Careless packaging can cause some to arrive in poor 
condition. The U.S. Postal Service offers the following 
packaging tips to help holiday parcels arrive on time and 
in one piece: 

• Choose a container with care. Whether it's a box, 
tube or padded envelope, make sure the container is 
sturdy enough to handle its contents. If a container is 
reused, make sure it hasn't already made one too many 
trips to go the distance. If you don't have a container you 
can trust, check the local post office for packaging prod- 
ucts designed for safe delivery. 

• Package parcels properly. Make sure to cushion 
the contents well. Using polystyreme "peanuts" or bubble 
wrap will prevent damage to the package's contents. 
Shredded or rolled newspaper or unbuttered popcorn 
also can be used as cushioning material. 

Once a parcel is packaged, seal it tightly with 
reinforced tape. Masking and transparent tapes are not 
sturdy enough to do the job. Check your Post Office, 
office supply or discount department store for tape that 
will do the trick. Do not use twine or cord to seal your 
package, and don't wrap your packages in brown paper. 
These items tend to catch and bind in mail processing 
equipment. 

• Pay attention to addressing. Write the complete 
address clearly on the outside of the package. What 
constitutes a complete address? The recipient's name, 
street address (including apartment number), city, state, 
and correct ZIP Code are all needed to ensure a problem- 
free delivery. Carefully print the address and don't use a 
pen with water-soluble ink, just in case the package runs 
into wet weather somewhere along the way. If the pack- 
age is fragile, mark it so. Make sure to include a return

address. And, just to be on the safe side, include a slip of 
paper on the inside of the parcel with the delivery and 
return address as well. 

• Mail the package on time. No matter how well it's 
wrapped, it's just not the same if a gift is late. Be sure to 
mail packages as early in the season as possible. When 
mailing, consider using Priority Mail, which provides 2-3 
day service. And if time is really getting tight, consider 
using the Postal Service's fastest service, Express Mail, 
which offers next-day delivery by noon to many destina- 
tions, and is delivered 365 days a year with no extra 
charge for Saturday, Sunday or holiday delivery (in most 
areas).

Marconi Centennial Celebration 

A cell phone call from a friend. A beeper message 
from the boss. Justin Timberlake on the radio. 24-7 news 
on CNN. Each is an everyday "wireless" event in our 
lives, usually unworthy of a second thought. 

But what if the radio revolution had not oc- 
curred? What if Guglielmo Marconi had not lit the spark 
of global communication on the cold and windswept cliffs 
of Cape Cod a century ago? How would we communicate 
today? Would wires still tether us? 

The National Park Service at the Cape Cod 
National Seashore will celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
Marconi's first transatlantic, wireless broadcast from the 
U.S. on January 18 with a daylong series of public events 
designed to showcase the historic and pioneering nature 
of the event. 

"What happened January 18, 1903 at today's 
Marconi site in South Wellfleet changed people's lives 
forever," said Superintendent Maria Burks. "Its historical 
significance rivals the Wright Brothers' first flight." 

Working with local, regional and national celebra- 
tion partners, the Seashore will host public events that are 
expected to attract visitors from all over. The events 
include a NASA-sponsored, family space education 
program; weeklong, worldwide radio communication 
sessions hosted by the Marconi Radio Club and other 
amateur radio enthusiasts; and special Marconi presenta- 
tions at the Seashore's Salt Pond Visitor Center. 

"There will be something for everyone from 
school kids to philatelists to scientists and historians," 
said Burks. "We will tell the story of one man's innovation 
and perseverance, his disappointments and triumph, and 
the lessons they hold for us today." 
The Event 

Using four wooden transmission towers erected 
on a steep cliff overlooking the rolling Atlantic, the 28- 
year-old, Italian-born inventor set out to prove in 1903 
that man could communicate across a vast distance 
without the wire-based technology of the 19th Century 
telegraph. 

Michael E. Whatley recounted the momentous 
night in his 1987 publication, Marconi - Wireless on Cape 
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Cod: "The air was literally charged with high voltage. 
Finally, Marconi went over to the wireless telegraph key 
Within four minutes it was done. The message had been 
tapped out, and transatlantic radio communication 
between the U.S. and Europe was no longer an experi- 
ment; it was a reality/ 7 

"To His Majesty, Edward VII, London, England/ 7 
read the message signed by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. "In taking advantage of the wonderful triumph 
of scientific research and ingenuity which has been 
achieved in perfecting a system of wireless telegraphy, I 
extend on behalf of the American people most cordial 
greetings and good wishes to you and all the people of 
the British Empire. 77 

Later that night came the King's response to 
Roosevelt: "I thank you most sincerely for the kind 
message which I have just received from you, through 
Marconi's transatlantic wireless telegraphy. 77 

Whatley wrote: "The triumph was Marconi's 
alone, and the publicity (was) astounding. 77 The messages 
appeared on the front pages of The New York Times and 
The Boston Globe, and congratulatory telegrams "kept the 
Cape Cod (radio) operators in turmoil. 77 
The Legacy 

In the ensuing years, as radio, TV and space 
communication thrived, the old Marconi station was 
dismantled, and the site fell into disuse. The ocean ate 
away at the cliffs where the towers stood. In the 60s and

TICK SEASON 

Both my cat and dog are coming into the house with lots of 
ticks. I thought that the ticks would disappear now that fall 
is here. 

Unfortunately, ticks like cool weather. Tick season 
peaks in spring and fall however some ticks can be 
found in summer and in the winter if the temperature 
is mild. 

So what can I do to protect my pet from all of these ticks? 
The two main products available that are effective 
against ticks are Frontline for use on dogs and cats and 
Preventic collars for dogs. Both are available through 
your veterinarian. 

What diseases can these ticks transmit? 
Dogs are susceptible to Lyme Disease and Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever while cats may develop 
Hemobartinella or feline infectious anemia.

Therefore, they needed to 
create a win- win situation for all who will be involved. 
This is how SouthCoast Aquatics was born. 

Will there be enough interest? As a member of the 
SouthCoast area you realize that you can find water 
almost everywhere you go.

Analyze That. Starring Robert De Niro and Billy Crystal. 
Directed by Harold Ramis. Running time: 95 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Billy Crystal cracks Robert De Niro up. This much we know 
from the outtakes playing alongside the end credits of Analyze 
That, when we get to see Crystal, as neurotic shrink Dr. Ben Sobel, 
improvising in a Chinese-restaurant scene wherein Ben's meds 
have mixed with alcohol to numb his lips. Crystal goes off on a 
tangent, sticking vegetables to his face, and De Niro, sitting next 
to him, shows why he was up for a reunion with Crystal: Appar- 
ently everything Billy does strikes Bob hysterically funny. 

Analyze That may have been more fun for De Niro to do than 
it is to watch. An entirely needless sequel to 1999's surprise hit 
Analyze This, it no longer has the elements of surprise and novelty 
in its favor. De Niro has since jollied it up in Meet the Parents, The 
Adventures of Rocky and Bullwinkle, and Showtime, and has just 
hosted Saturday Night Live; by now we not only know he can do 
comedy, we may suspect that's almost all he wants to do now. 
When, as anxiety-stricken mobster Paul Vitti, he pulls out his 
shtick from the first film — pointing at Ben and saying "You 
. . .you're good, you" — it feels like a catchphrase that never caught 
on. The first film exhausted most of the odd-couple possibilities 
between Ben and Paul; the second one just feels exhausted. 

Here, the gimmick is that Paul has faked insanity to get out of 
jail and has been placed in Ben's custody. Ben is charged with the 
responsibility of getting Paul a legit job and making sure he 
doesn't fall back into mob life. But mob life pulls him back in 
anyway; two rival gangs (one headed by Cathy Moriarty-Gentile, 
whose scenes with De Niro 22 years after Raging Bull should sizzle 
more than they do) want Paul's allegiance, and his old " family" 
(including Joe Viterelli as the amiable flunky Jelly) wants him back 
in the fold Ben has to deal with Paul's dilemma as well as his own: 
Ben's wife Laura (Lisa Kudrow, spinning her few lines off-center 
with a snappish passive-aggressiveness) doesn't want Paul — not 
to mention his sexually voracious girlfriend — under her roof. 

Why did Harold Ramis want to direct this? Didn't he learn 
anything from Ghostbusters II? Comedy isn't built for longevity 
over a series of films (with a few exceptions), and Analyze That 
often feels sketchy and half-hearted, a string of situations rather 




than a solid premise. Ramis and his writers spoof The Sopranos 
(which premiered on HBO around the same time Analyze This 
came out, and which name-checked the film in its second season, 
I believe) by having Paul offer his services as consultant to a mob 
show called Little Caesar, with an uncredited Anthony LaPaglia 
using his natural Aussie accent as the show's star (LaPaglia isn't 
given enough funny opportunities to spoof De Niro; I would' ve 
rather seen Alec Baldwin — who does a mean Bob impression — 
in the role). The film is full of missed opportunities, like a young 
gangster who calls himself Al Pacino, or Ben's son (Kyle Sabihy) 
getting hired as Paul's driver, or the way Ramis introduces sexy, 
funny actresses like Callie Thorne (as a leggy FBI agent) or 
Donnamarie Recco (as Paul's girlfriend) only to forget they exist. 

No, the movie would rather indulge in a car chase (note to 
Ramis: car chases are dead air in most any comedy) and a gold- 
heist climax. I wish Ramis had stayed with the idea of Paul trying 
to go straight instead of blowing it off in a montage of Paul failing 
at various nine-to-fives. Instead we get psychobabble on the run, 
and various laws broken by Paul and Ben with no consequences. 
And except for that bit in the Chinese restaurant (the outtakes, by 
the way, are funnier than what they actually used) and the 
embarrassing early scenes when Paul fakes dementia and sings 
(terribly) tunes from West Side Story, neither De Niro nor Crystal 
do anything they didn't do three years ago. Analyze This came 
from nowhere and introduced us to Robert De Niro the born- 
again comedian; it worked because Ramis took one of De Niro's 
characters from the world of Martin Scorsese and paired him with 
schlumpy, skittish Crystal. Analyze That is just more of the same, 
watered down and stripped of its novelty. "I have two words for 
you: pants suit," says Lisa Kudrow to the leggy, skirted FBI agent. 
I have three words for Ramis and company: Familiarity breeds 
contempt.
